Gypsum. 

There are about 950 acres of land 
located in Kern county, near the Kern 
River, a few miles from thé railroad, 
which contains an immense quantity of 
gypsum; The finest quality is that 
known as alabaster gypsum, from 
which is made plastergef paris, and the 
samples on hand are s0me of the finest 
seen in this part of the country. Mr.

FIRST STREET. 


Work on the First-street cut having 
been suddenly brought to a standstill 
by the injunction suit of Mrs. Fran 
cesca de Shepherd, the next thing is 
„something else.“ There is no doubt 
about Judge Van Dyke’s decision be- 
ing good law: the plaintiff’s property 
cannot be taken, or interfered with, 
without due process of law. The 
move to open the street-—-which is a 
proper and necessary one—appears to 
have been commenced wrong end fore- 
most. The damages to the aligning 
property should first have been as- 
sessed in the manner prescribed by 
law, the amount paid over to 
the owners, and then the work 
could have been begun with- 
out danger of being arrested by legal 
process. As it is, the hill-cutters have 
struck a snag in Van Dyke’s injunc- 
tion, and the tunnelers are on top,“ 
contradictory as the assertion may 
seem. Meantime the work of cutting 
the street through had progressed so 
far on the Olive-street side as to seri- 
ously interfere with tho construction 
of a tunnel should one be determined 
upon hereafter. There is ä frightful 
gash in the western slope of the once 
symmetrical hill, where dynamite 
and the shovel had got in their 
iconoclastic work before the Court 
commanded a halt. The enter- 
prise is therefore in statu quo—or 
in banc, so to speak—with a large bank 
of dirt carved out, but a thousand 
times more in place. In this state of 
the case it is not safe to bank on the 
outcome of this campaign to open the 
country to the westward, The trial 
of the injunction suit will be awaited 
with interest. The enterprise, having 
been begun, cannot be abandoned; it 
is of too much importance to the city. 
A cut or a tunnel—one or the other— 
is demanded by the public interest, 
which requires the opening of First 
street, in order that the ‘business area 
of the city, now so circumscribed in 
that direction, may be enlarged. 

Both plans have their advantages 
and disadvantages. A 68 or 70-foot- 
deep cut through so high a hill, over- 
looking the very heart of the city, will 


in front from any point on First or ad- 
jacent streets; it will not give an easy 
grade, and it will do serious damage 
to the hill properties aligning it, re- 
quiring expensive retaining walls and 
the practical ‘abandonment to public 
uses of many feet of valuable private 
ground. On the other hand, the open- 
ing of the street will unquestionably 
add a certain value to all that hill 
property, which will go far toward 
offsetting the damage done to the 
pieces immediately affected. 

A tunnel would have the immedi- 
ate and substantial advantage of giv- 
ing a passage-way to the westward 
without interfering with the integrity 
of a natural object which is conceded 
to be a striking and beautiful feature 
of the scenery. The hill gives a com- 
manding view over the surrounding 
country, and, if tunneled, the top 
could remain intact, and the portion 
of it which is public ‘property—First 
street—could be condemned by the 
city and sold for a large sum of money
